The strains listed by us as “resistant” were practically 
100% so when released by their originators. This work 
definitely strengthens them, but when they meet the ever 
varying conditions of soil, culture and seasons, results 
vary accordingly. Our experience clearly points to con- 
ditions that encourage rot in any Asters. That too many 
transplanting checks are a cause is demonstrated by the 
fact that direct sowings—no transplanting—usually come 
thru clean. A wet June with us is usually disastrous, 
pointing to the fact that they can be overwatered in their 
early stages. Also we definitely know that with us they 
should not be grown in the same soil two successive sea- 
sons, especially if some rot developed, for it is carried 
over in the soil for 4-5 years. Our practice is to sow 
thinly in a cool airy greenhouse in steamed soil a month 
before they can be planted out, and avoid checks as far 
as possible in transplanting. Furthermore, we know, with- 
out question, that resistant-bred varieties will average bet- 
ter results than will non-resistant.
